Metropolitan Bishop Calls Throng to

LONDON, April 14.—London today 
nessed a relighous ceremony which has no 
precedent in the annals of Protestantism. 
After the Reformation the Anglican church 
abandoned the practice of street processions,

safety regulations. ; 

No compensation where injuries result 
from dangers not inherent in the industry or 
from acts of third persons not controlled by 
the employer. 

No liability for injuries to workmen em- 
ployed by subcontractors.

ARSENIC SLEW MR MRS. BADSING? 
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Prof. Lombroso’s 


“Criminal Man.” 


BY JEANNETTE L. GILDER. 
HE Jast literary work done by the late 
,Prot. Lombroso was the writing of an 
introduction to his book “ CRIMINAL 
MAN” (Putnam's), briefly summarized 
by his daughter, Gina Lombroso Fer- 
rero. This book was designed specially for 
American “readers, and Prof. Lombroso be- 
gan his introduction by saying, “ It will, per- 
haps, be of interest to American readers of 
this book, in which the ideas of the modern 
penal school, set forth in my work “* Criminal 
Man,” have been go pithily summed up by my 
daughter, to learm how the first outlines of 
this sciencé arose in my mind and gradually 
took shape in a definite work—how, that is, 
combated by some, the object of almost fan- 
atical adherence on the part of others, es- 
pecially in America, where tradition has little 
hold, the modern penal school came into be- 

On consulting his memory and the docu- 
ments relating to his studies on this subject 
he found that its two fundamental ideas 
did not suggest themselves to him instan- 
taneously under the spell of a single deep 
impression, but were the offspring of a series 
of impressions. The first idea came to him 
in 1864, when, as an army doctor, he beguiled 
his ample leisure with a series of studies 
on the Italian soldier. From the very be- 
ginning he was struck by a characteristic 
that distinguished the honest soldier from 
his vicious comrade; the extent to which the 
latter was tattooed and the indecency of the 
designs that covered fis body. This idea, 
however, bore no fruit. Of his second in- 
spiration, he writes: 

The second inspiration came to me when on one 
occasion, amid the laughter of my ‘colleagues, I 
sought to base the study of psychiatry on experi- 
mental methods. .When in '66, fresh from the at- 
mosphere of clinical experiment, I had begun 
to etudy peychiatry, I realize? how inadequate 
were the methods hitherto held in esteem, and 
how necessary it wae, in studying the insane, to 
make the patient, mot the disease, the dbjéct of 
attention. In homage to,these ideas, I applied 
to the clinical examination of cases of mental 
alienation the study of the skull. with measure. 
ments and weights, by means of the tometer 
and craniometer. Reassured by the result _ of 
these first steps, I sought to apply this method 
to the study of criminais—that ia, to the differ- 
entiation of criminals and lunatica, following the 
example of a few investigators, such es Thomson 
and Wilson; but as at that time I hed neither 
criminals nor moral imbeciles available for ob- 
servation (a remerkable circumstance since I was 
to make the criminal my etarting point), and 
ae I was skeptical) ae to the existence of those 
“moral lunatics” so much insisted on by both 
French end English authora, whose demonstre- 
tions, hdwever, showed @ lamentable lack of pre- 
cision, I was g¢nxious to apply the experimental 
method to the study of the diversity, rather than 


lantern lights the road for others, while he him- 
self stumbles in the darkness, this method proved 
useless for determining the differences between 
criminals and lunatics, but served instead to in- 
dicate a new method for the study of penal jurie- - 
prudence, @ matter to which | had never given 
serious thought. I began dimly to nmalize that 
the ‘« priori’ ‘studies on crime in the abstract, 

hitherto pursued by jurists, espedlally im Italy, 

with singular acumen, should be superseded by 
the direct analytical study of the criminal, com- 
pared with norma! individuals and the insane. 

I, therefore, began to study criminals in the 
Iealianm prisons, and, among others, I made the 
ecquaintance of the famous brigand Vilella. This 
man possessed euch extraordinary agility that 
he had been known to scale steep mountain heights 
bearing a sheep om his shoukdera. His cynical 
effrontery was such that he openly boasted of his 
crimes. On his death one cold gray November 
morning I was deputed to make the post mortem, 
and on laying open the skull I found’om the occipi- 
teal part, exactly on the spot where « spine is 
found in the normal skull, a distinct depression 
which I named median occipital fogsa, because of 
ite situation precisely in the middie of the w- 
ciput as in inferior animals, especially rodents. 
This depression,.as in the case of animals, was 
correlated with the hypertrophy of the vermis, 
known in birds as the middle cerebellum. 

The sigh of thie crimina! skull seemed to light 
up the eituation as a vast plain under a flaming 
sky. ‘‘ The problem of the nature of the crimi- 
nal—an atavistic being who reproduces in his per- 
eom the ferocious instincts of primitive humanity 
and the inferior animals. Thus were explained 
anatomically the enormous jawa, high cheek bones, 
prominent superciliary arches, solitary lines in the 
palme, extreme size of the orbits, handle shaped or 
sessile ears found in criminals, saveges, and apes, 


tooling, excessive idleness, love of orgies, and the 
isresistible craving for evil for ite own sake, the 
desire not to extinguish Mfe in the victim, 
but to the corpse, tear ite flesh, and’ 
drink its biood. 

But all problems of criminality were not 


insensibility to pain, extremely’ aoute sight, tat- ‘ 


yet solved. The final key wad given oe an- 
other case—that of Misdea,a young soldier of 
about 21, unintelligent but not vicious. 

Although subject to epileptic fits, he had served 
for some years in*the army, when suddenly, for 
some trivial cause, he attacked and killed eight 
of his superior officers and comrades. | His horrible 
work @ccomplished, he fell into e deep slumber 
which lasted twelve ‘hours, end on awaking ap- 
peared to have no recollection of what had hap- 
pened. Misdea, while representing the most fero- 
clous type of animal, manifested, in eddition, all 
the phenomena of epilepsy, which appeared to be 
hereditary in all the membere of his family. It 
flashed across my mind that many criminal char- 
acteristics not attributable to ataviem, such as 
facial agsymetry, cerebral sclerosis, impulsiveness, 
instantaneousness, the periodicity of criminal acts, 
the desire of evil for evil’s sake, were morbid cher- 
acteristics common to epilepsy, mingled with oth- 
ers due to atavism. 


While this book of Prof. Lombroso appears 
in a science series, and is, I suppose, intended 
for those who enjoy scientific research, no 
one can fail to be interested in it who enjoys 
studies of the abnormal. In a chapter on 
the prevention of crime: 


The penalties excogitated in past centuries were 
varied: flogging, herd labor, imprisonment, and 
exile. During the last century they have been 
crystallized in the form of imprisonment, as being 
the most humane, although in reality it is the most 
illogical] form, since it serves neither to intimidate 
the offender nor to reform him. In fact, although 
prison, with its forced separation from home and 
family, is a terrible penalty for those honest per- 
sons, who sometimes suffer with the guilty, it is 
a haven of rest for ordinary criminals, or at the 
worst, in nowise inferior to their usual haunts. 
There is @ certain amount of privation of air, light, 
and food, but these disadvantages are fully coun- 
terbalanced by the enjoyment of complete bisure 
and the company of men of their own stamp. 

When Mme. Ferrero was in this country she vis- 
ited most of our institutions for confining prisoners 
or for the reformation of the criminally inglined ,; 
and she found that America ‘* does not lag behind 
Europe in the number of its organizations for 
rescuing @Ghe ttle derelicts of its cities.” “ In 
every town of the United States visited by me,’’ 
she writes, “I had the pleasure of inspecting such 
imetitutions, all of which are kept with extraordi- 
nary care, and in some cases, with elegance.’’ But 
she found things to criticise and she adds: “ It 
must be confessed in honor to the people of the 
United States, that they are ever ready to admit 
thelr own shortcomings and constantly regret the 
large proportion of crimes‘in their country, but— 
(and here she hits the nail on the head) “* when they 
refiect that the constant stream of immigration 
contains many lawless ejements, that the different 
laws tm force in the different states make evasions 
of justice in many cases easy, that the construc- 
tion of houses with the fire escape communicating 
directly with the public thoroughfare provides an 
easy means of ingress and egress, and that an 
enormous proportion of the dense population of 
their cities ie composed of people from eal) parts 
of the world, accustomed to varying moral codes, 
they may realize with pride that the percemage 
of crime in the United States is certainly lower than 
it would be in any continental! state under similar 
conditions.’”’ 

Prof. Lombroso has much to say on the probation 
system which is now attracting so much attention 
in thie country. It is an ideal manner of dealing 
with offenders of a less serious type, but was not 
perfectly assured as to its success. 

** The only drawback to this system is the 4ifi- 
culty” of applying ft, because it is not always pos- 
sible to find in every town a number of persons of 
high moral standing, who are abie and willing to 
exercise vigilance over offenders. However, to 
the honer of the United States, it must be sald that 
in many states this supervision is organized in a 
truly admirable manner. At Boston I visited the 
probation office, organized and managed by Miss 
Mary Dewson, which undertakes the supervision 
of girls and is a model worthy of imitation from 
the general arrangement down to the emaliest de- 
tails.’ : 

At the present time, when not only the police de- 
partments of our cities, but ladies of high social 
standing, give their time to the study of crime, 
Prof. Lombroso’s book appears at a most psycho- 
logical moment. It is fully illustrated and the i)- 
lustrations form an interesting study. There are 
some portraits that one would know instinctively 
were of criminals, but there are others that show 
us men of a more or less benevolent expression 
who would be the last we should suspect as dis- 
turbere of the peace. ~

HADE Trees in Towns and Cities ” 
(John Wiley & Sons, New York), 
by Wiliam Soloteroff, the superin- 
tendent of the Hast Orange, N. J., 
Shade Tree Commission, is a text 
or reference book on street tree work and 
filled with valuable tnformation regarding 
the growth and maintenance of shade trees 
and the establishment and management of 
municipal street tree departments. 

It is simple end comprehensive in treat- 
ment, interesting reading for those who have 
given thie subject no epecial study, while 
the scientific treatment of the subject makes 
it an inveluablé text and reference book 
for the college clase room as well as the pro- 
fessional tree man in the street. 

Every professional man will welcome this 
contribution to our Mmited publications on 
municipal street tree work. It comes most 
opportunely. Today the aptrit of civic beauti- 
fication seems to permeate our nation. Every 
city and village of any importance is giving 
thought and attention to “Civic Beauti- 
fication,” of which street tree planting is one 
of the most, if not the most bmportant fea- 
ture. 

In preparing this book the author has had 
the assistance of some of the best practical 
and scientific men in the country, men who 
in the past, have given the public much of 
this valuable information in pamphlet form. 

And if any one man has done more than 
another to bring about a better understand- 
ing of city street tree work it is Mr Trueman 
Lanhorn, superintendent of the trees and 
parking division of the District of Columbia, 
to whom the author has given credit.

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The book will ea@d force, importance and 
dignity to this new municipal calling. It 
sets forth: and emphasizes the need of well 
trained men, and showe conclusively that 
the planting, care and supervision of mu- 
nicipal street tree work cam not be trusted 
to incompetem men with no specia) training. 

The author sums up his requirements of 
an ideal tree to be planted in the street ae 
follows: “The trees should possess hardi- 
ness, straightness of trunk, symmetry of top, 
immunity from insect attacks and fungus 
diseases, abundance of shade, cleanliness, 
longevity, and should be nursery grown.” 

How many citizens of Chicago have de- 
manded these qualities when buying e tree? 
Yet the forester of Washington would cast 
aside’ as a cull any tree thet lacked these 
qualities. A tree increases in value.aé it 
grows, and sheuld live to furnish pleasure 
and comfort to severa) generations, why 
then should we be satisfied to give anything 
but the very beet tree a start on this im- 
portant mission. These essentials cannot 
be too strongly impressed upon commission - 
ers who deal with the wholesale pianting of 
trees, as well as individuals. 

The author's ocriticiam of the Caroline 
poplar as @ street tree is gratifying to me. 
He says “the poplar habit is a menace to 
apy city. The planting of Carolina poplars 
is a short sighted practice and an expensive 
‘one in the long rum DBvery part of the 
treé hag some undesirable feature; the root- 
lets, the roots, the trunk, the branches, the 
flowers, the leaf, the fruit, and for these rea- 
sons it ie fek that there is no other tree on 
our streets that ie so objectional as the Caro- 
lina poplar.” One entire chapter fifty pages 
is devoted to “ Species of trees for street 
planting.” giving the characteristics of forty- 
five different trees.

Another whole chapter is devoted to the 
studies preliminary to planting, the most in- 
structive part of which deals with the im- 
portance pt supplying each newly planted 
tree with’ a sufficient amount, at least three 
cubic yards, of good soil. “An ideal soil,” 
the auther says, “should be composed of 
70 per cent sand, 20 per cent clay, and 10 
per cent humus. In Chicago our trees will 
never cry out for the ideal soil; they would 
be perfectly content and grow luxuriantly 
if they were only supplied with three or even 
two cubic yards of our common prairie soil. 
The advantages of the nursery grown trees 
over the forest grown tree for street pur- 
poses is thoroughly explained. And the es- 
tablishment of a municipal nursery ig reo- 
ommended as a necessary adjunct to a suc- 
cessful city forestry department. 

Hig description of “ How to Trim a Tree 
Properly” and “Improper Trimming” is 
much needed information and ought to reach 
the men who have charge of the tree trim-
